REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record taught or suggested the manufacture of a honeycomb structure from 
an elongate tubular material which was wrapped on a collector having at least one 
curved surface with at least one line of slow cure adhesive which will not fully cure for at 
least one hour thereon whereby the adhesive bonds overlying surfaces of the elongated 
tubular material to form a curved cellular structure on the collector, cutting the cellular 
material from the collector prior to fully curing of the adhesive, placing the cellular 
structure on a flat surface before the adhesive has fully cured and allowing the adhesive 
to fully cure on the flat surface. The reference to Japanese Patent 9-76378 failed to 
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teach that the tubular material was bonded on adjacent surfaces with the slow cure 
adhesive prior to removal from the collector (note that the material was allowed to shift 
after removal from the collector and thus the material was not "bonded"). Additionally, 
note that Japanese Patent '378 does not relate to wrapping a tubular material to form a 
honeycomb and thus one would not have been motivated to look to the teachings of the 
reference therein for making the honeycomb of the claimed invention (namely it was 
used to make a structural honeycomb material and not a shade as taught by the 
admitted prior art).
